SiKOULAKiY stvange is tbe contrast that is 
offered between ^lie mining tenures of this 
district «nd the neigliboi-ing ones of the 
Lakes and Tuapelca. In both of these 
places leases for gold-mining are tho favor- 
ite titles, white in this district the holding 
of claims' under miner-s’ right is the method 
generally adopted, Yet tho result so far 
tells in favor of the places which apply 
generally the leasing system as the best 
title for their holdings, Tlie reports of the 
gold-fields wardens recently published, and 
called for by a circular fram tho Colonial 
Secretary’s office, testify to the value of 
the system, and the results that follow its 
adoption. Those districts that resort to it 
show the largest returns and the greatest 
value of milling plant. That this is due 
to other than exceptionable circumstances 
we must accept as a fact. We must come 
to the conclusion that the leasing system 
tends to do some thing.s that materially 
promote the prosperity of those portions of 
the gold-fields that use it We believe that 
these can bo easily enumerated, and we 
think it wise also, under the pre.sent state 
of affairs, to press them upon the attention 
of our mining readers and those connected 
with claims. First, then, we think the 
application for a Ie.^se, and the period that 
intervenes between the issue of the certifi- 
cate, gives time to mature arrangements ; 
that the applicant i.s able to state what 
capital he will employ, the number of men, 
and how soon be intends to get into full 
working operations; that a security of 
title is given that commands the assisLince 
of capita], and does obtain it; that the 
title is a perfect one, and if taken out in 
the name of one person cun be made to 
protect tho imeroate of an infinitude of 
shareholders ; that shares or interest held 
under it. can be transferred without tho 
necessity of altering and transferring the 
title ; that it thus avoids so many frequent 
changes that take place under titles other- 
wise held ; that an interest held under a 
lease is always looked upon more favorably 
by the purchaser than one held under 
a miner’s right, with its registration, pro- 
tection, and other reservations implied or 
bound to be observed ; that thedoenraems 
of the lease define once and for all the con- 
ditions to be observed, aud save endless 
doubts, bother, and expenses. These, we 
apprehend, are some of the circumstances 
that make leases so attractive in other dis- 
tricts than our own ; and if our opinion is 
a correct one, which we think in this ease 
it is, we strongly press its consideration 
upon the mining public. The e.xperience 
oud results of other districts nre at least 
safe guides to follow. Wo are informed 
that a lease need not be applied for in more 
than ono iiarao, and the party so applying 
c;vn execute a power of attorney (at a very 
small co,st), that will protect the title 
throughout. Any forfoitnro would arise 
from a broach of the covenants of the loiiso. 
We are afraid onr Bendigo miners may 
pray ever so much for the capital so much 
required to develop their claims, but unless 
held.iqxaiailiCferent title to the present I 



one, they will fail to command any ade- 
quate amount. It is not so in other places. 
Now that winter is almost upon us, and 
work may soon lie stopped, meetings of 
elium-bolders can be held without loss of 
time, and stops taken to obtain this title. 
Then tho claims can combine, and step into 
the open market upon a foundation that 
is certain to command attention. 



TunsE important speeclioa have recently 
been delivered, and all of them of colonud 
intorest ; one is by the Hon. Mr Stafford, 
the late Premier, ono by tho Hon'. Mr 
Fox, tho present ono, and tho other by Mr 
Mucandrew, oa the opening of the Provin- 
cial Council. It might be thought at first 
blush that one Superintendent’s addre.ss to 
the Provincial Council is hardly of colonial 
importance. This would not be a correct 
surmise. Tho eyes of colonial politicians 
are very generally bent upon the coarse 
affiiire are taking in Otago, for it is gene- 
rally understood we have pnt our foot 
down, and are determined in the future to 
play no yielding part. Of Mr Macan- 
di-ew’s speech we may say it is charactcr- 
Lstio of the man, and will mightily please 
his followei-s ; but then, of course, it would 
not be characteristic of him if it was not 
so imi>ractioahle, or rather impo.sslble, to 
carry out the ideas enunciated. Mr Mao- 
andrew jjossesses the art or knack of show- 
ing great things looming in the future, and 
getting afterwaids credit for being thwarted 
in their immediate realization. He does 
it so plausibly, and with so ranch unction, 
that one is so charmingly humbugged that 
he cannot be offended. So in this instance : 
his admirers have many nice things pre- 
sented to their imaginations, and which 
quite fiuscinate them. No one can deny 
that they are not good schemes ; but they 
are not feasible, any of them, to the extent 
indicated, unless by the adoption of a very 
happy idea of Mr Macandrew, namely, 
getting into debt, and fortunately, before 
we increase onr already he-avy burden in 
that line, we have to ask the consent 

of the senior partner in the concern 

the Assembly. That consent we will not 
get ; and so tumbles down, if not before, 
the castle built in the air. Then we 
have Mr Stafford’s address, conciliatory 
in its tone to the present ministry, and 
perhaps intended hereafter to lead to the 
formation of a coalition ministry ; deadly 
in its tone to provincialism, bnt friendly to 
the extension of iooal self-government. 
Admirable in its arrangement, manly in 
its tone, and statasman-like in its prin- 
ciples. Mr Fox’s was a vindication of the 
sore point of the ministry, nannelv, that it 
was compelled to act as it had done ; that 
is, throw overboartl the principles upon 
which it ascended to office. It was acri- 
monious in its nature throughout, an I did 
not reciprocate the more magnaniinons 
good wishes of Stafford. In fact, he ac- 
cused that gentlemen almostof conirnitting 
treason, It should have been the ablest 
speech of all the three, but yet it turned 
out a failni't!. The fireworks would not go 
off— perhajK brouisi; the grain of tbe pow- 
der employed iii their manntaeture was 
rather too coai-se. In these speeches, which 
deserve to be attentively read, there is 
ample food for serious reflection and study 
for the next month. 



We learn from several gentlemen who 
have arrived in Cromwell from Dunedin 
that most injuriou.s reports are circulated 
there a.s to the value of the reefs .at Ben- 
digo, and that to this fact in.ay be attri- 
buted the atisence of Dunedin bidders at 
tbe recent sale of the late Mr Garrett’s 
reefing property. We cannot for the life 
of ns understand how such reports can be 
originated and propagated in the face of 
the positive evidence we have of the very 
rich nature of so many of the claims at 
Bendigo ; and we certainly think there 
must cither be a sad fatling-’off in the en- 
tsrpri.se of Dunedin ca))italists, or a sad 
want of money in Otago's chief town. The 
very idea of a fourth .share iii such a valu- 
able claim as that of the Cromwell Com- 
pany is known to be bsing disposed of at 
£3000, when there was actually half that 
sum ill the Bank for afovtniglit’s crushing, is 
astounding. Our local bidders could not 
go beyond that amount, and we congra- 
tulate Me.ssrs Logan, Goodger, and Heb- 
den on being so fortunate as to secure the 
valuable shares which were disposed of on 
such favorable terma. We pass from the 
Bendigo reef to tho Aurora, ihe stone 
from which,' wo are informed, h;isaveraged 
from the first crushing up to the jTe- 
sent time about two ounces to the ton 
— an amount wiiicli in the reefing districts 
of Victoria and other places would be 
looker! upon as a splenditl return, but 
which is apparently thought nothing of 
here.

Charlea Binga, — Douala*, and W. Lamont 
(on roiuaTiil), were chargou by Sergeant CasaeU 
with Toaiating the police while in the ©xeoiitioQ 
of thoir duty at Logantown, on Sunday, the 
30th March. Lamont did not appear, and liLngo 
and Douglas dented the charge. 

From the evidence of dofeuiUnte* witnossoa it 
was clear that there had not bcoa any inter* 
forence with the police, who hwl apparently or* 
dored a number of men off tho street at Logan- 
town on tho evening in question, while, as it 
appeared frojn the evidence, they were quietly 
conversing. 

The Bench dismissetl the charges, remarking 
that the ^lolice had been exercising undue autho- 
rity, and were exceeding their dutyia the course 
pursued. 

ASSAULT AT BANNOCHBUlUf. 

William Howell and Charles Lawrence irore 
indicted on a charge of having committed a vio- 
lent and unlawful assault ujx)a the person of 
John HalUday, at Smith's Gully, Bonnookbura, 
on the 15th April, with intent, &c. 

Mr Brough appeared for both defendants, who 
pleaded not guilty, and applied for their dia* 
charge, upon tho ground that they had been 
arrested without a warrant. 

TJus objection to the legality of the arrest of 
defendants w.-is, however, over-ruled by the 
Bench, as the assault took place on Good Friday, 
when it Was shown a warrant could not have 
buen obtained without considerable delay, and 
ai it was certificil by Mr Halliday’s medical at- 
te idant that his life was in danger at the time. 

Another preliminary objection was raised as 
to the informal nature of tl»e information, as Mr 
Halliday’a life was not now in danger, aad the 
offence committed was therefore not on indict- 
able one. 

This objection was sustained, and the case be- 
fore the Court waa dismissed j but defendants 
wore then arraigned on the fresh charge «»f 
‘‘unlawfully assaulting John 'ialiidayat Smith’s 
Gully, Bannockburn, on the 2oth of April.” 

The dcfeudauls pleaded nyt guilty. 

Mr Brough applied to have the cases tried 
sep.-trately, as otherwise they would bo deprived 
of each other’s evidence in the case. 

The request was granted, and the case of 
Howell waa first taken. 

A large amount of evidence was taken in both 
c.aae8, but as a good deal of it waa of very little 
importance, we mirely give, the medical teati- 
mony, and the evidence of prosecutor and defen- 
dants. 

John Halliday, sworn, deposed j I am a hotel* 
keeper at Bannock'mrn. On the afternoon of 
the lobh inafc. I wis in my slnughter-yard. I 
siw Howell and La -vrence working in thoir gar- 
den, There were six or eight of my small pigs 
opposite the garuea, and Kowell jumped outiuid 
deliberately killed one of the pigs with a sluice- 
furk he had in his hainl. 1 w.Ulvcd up, picked 
y) the pig. and demanded payment for it from 
Howell. ' He S5,i:k ‘‘I’ll pi4v you,” and mule a 
rush at me with the sluice-fork. I caught his 
eye, and when Ve aimed a blow at me I drop|)ed. 
He missed the Id w, and the fork Hew out of his 
hands. A struggle ensued, and eventually, be- 
ing the strsngerpa.'ty, I placed hia head between 
my legs, and h*.ld him there. ‘ When so fixed, 
he m^e an atti mpt to catch roe with his teeth. 
He bit piece out of my trousers, and I then 
threw him back. The struggle continued again 
for some time, when Lawrence c.arnc up with .a 
shovel in his hand. — [The witness here prnceedeil 
to give evidence as to the assault committed by 
Lawrence, when he was requested by the Bc:i:h 
to confine himself to the charge against Howell.] 
Howell kicked and bit me after Lawrence ar- 
rived. A man named Robert Scott then came 
up. I was driven into Cromwell by a man in 
my employ, and Or Corse dressed my head. I 
gave in format ion to the police. 1 have been 
under medical treatment ever since the assault. 

Robert Scott, a miner, living at Bannockburn, 
was then examine 1, but nothing of importance 
was elicited from hi? evidence. He deposed to 
arriving on the see >e when Halliday and Howell 
were struggling, and that he and Lawrence, who 
was stauiling by, separated them. 

Charles Law.enje, miner, living at Smith’s 
Gully, was then examine I, and gave evidence as 
follows ; Kcmcmbjr the loth of ApriL Was at 
work in the garden. Saw Halliday coming to- 
wards the garden. He was about 40 yards away. 
Howell went out tr> him. I did nob see a sluice- 
fork in Howell's hand. They began fighting. 
To the best of my belief, Halliday struck the 
first blow. I oould not swear to it, however. 

I went out and tried to part them. Halliday had 
Howell down, and waS trying to choke him. 1 
sang out “ Let go J” but he would not. I ma- 
naged to part them, bat they got up and fouijht 
again. I am a mate of Howell’s. VVe have suf- 
fered damage through lialliday’a pigs. They 
have caused injury to our race, f went bo Halli* 
dav, and asked him to keep his pigs secure. He 
gave an insulting reply. 

Henry Behrens also deposed to having wib- 
nesse I the struggle, but no fresh evidence was 
given by him. 

There were no other witnesses called, and Mr 
Brough applied for the discharge of the accused, 
as there was no evidence to shew that any da- 
mage had been caused by Howell. 

'Che Bench decided to hoar the cose against 
Lawrence before giving their decisinn, and it 
was then proceeded with. 

John Halliday, sworn, said : When LauTeuce 
came up, he said ” I shall not see my mate 
beat.'” He ha'l a shovel in hia hand. I wa^ in 
a stoopio? attitude at the time, holding Howell 
down. Lawreoce raised the shovel over hia 
head, and struck me on tho centre of the head 
with it. I bled a groat deal. I came into 
Cromwell, and Dr Corse dressed tny head. I 
have been under his treatment ever since, I 
stayed in GronaweU for three days under his 
care. 

The witness was cross-examine 1 at some length 
by .Ur Brough, and in answer to one question 
said that he might have lost three-quarters of a 
gallon of bloO'l. He was certain that ho ho'.! 
lost half a gallon. 

Sergeant Casscls deposed to having received 
luforination of the assault, and to tho arrest of 
the accused at Bannockburn. 

Dr Corse, being sworn, said { I am a duly 
qualified medical practitioner, residing in Crom- 
well. 1 remember being caljcd from the Goree 
on the 15th insb, to attend Mr Halliday. His 
head and the cloths in which it was enveloped 
were saturated with hlooil. On strict examina- 
tion 1 found an oblique lacerated wounrl, ^jin. 
in length, on the aurOicc of the skull, an ahra- 
aiou at'tho base of the skull, and an abrasion oa 
right temple, which was also much swollen. Tlic 
features were vory much ducolored. I shaved 
his hea l, and dressed the vvouiuL I gave hitn 
some jnedicine, an<l saw him to rest. The wound 
was a Hcerated one, and I should think it was 
by A blow from a shovsl. , Tho sbrasioaa might 
have been caused by a fall or a blow. 

By Mr DalgleUh : There was a. very slight 
fracture of the skull. I exeminai tho patient 



next mnniiug, nnd found two bruises over the 
rilw, whioh iiiight have been oaused by a kick- 
1 cunsiduTBil tho p.atient'fl life in danger when 
i^ergeant Caaaels first spoke to mo. 

By Mr Brough \ On tho following morning I 
found that there waa no deproasion of the parie- 
tal bone, anil [ then consiilored Lis life' out of 
danzer. I passed a probe through the fracture 
in tho skull. The fracture was a very slight 
one. I remember Dr Thomson coming up. The 
patient was ignorant of his coming. There 
were two nersona who came with him. I ob- 
jeotod to allow those two parsoui to go in to see 
the patient. I introduced Dr Thomson to the 
patient, who declined to allow Dr Thomson to 
see his head, as he said ho was jotting free from 
pain, and did not want to ha disturbed. I left 
It entirely to Mr Halliday whether he would 
allow Or Thomson to examine him or not. I 
abnuld think he had lost three pints or two 
quarts of blood. It ia a difficult question to an- 
swer. 

^ This concluded the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion. Mr Brough addroaaed the Court at con- 
sidarable length for the accused, and called 
Howell, who gave evidence to the effect that 
Lawrence endeavoured to separate Halliday and 
himself when struggling ; and that the shovel 
waa from tea to twenty feet away from where 
they were. 

Robert Scott, sworn, and examined \ Law- 
rence had no shovel in hia hand. There was a 
shovel there, but it was some distance' away. 
Both Halliday and HowoU were bleeding pro- 
fuaely. Halliday was nob eenacless. Lawrence 
pickw up the shovel and went away with it. 
This concluded the evidence 
The Bunch, in giving judgment, said that so 
far as the charge a'.;ai!i5D Howell was concerned, 
it had been a free fight between the parties, and 
dismissed the case ; but in respect to the charge 
against Lawrence they considered that a blow 
with the ahovel had been struck. It was a most 
cow.wdly thing bo do, and they fined the ilefeii- 
dant TIO and coats of Court, or two mouths’ im- 
prisonment. 

SLY onoo SELLINO. 

Jane Wilson was charged with the above 
offence. A number of witnesses were examined, 
but 08 they swore they hod all drunk pepper- 
mint, a conviction could not he obtained by the 
pelice. 

CIVIL CASKS. 

Jesse Geer.^This 
wu an action brought by complainants against 
defendant to obtain possession of a building at 
L>gautown, which he had unlawfully converted 
t.i his own use, or in default thereof tq recover 
from him the sum of £50.

A witness 
for plaintiffs swore that he h-ul disfinctly told 
defeniVmt to have nothing to do with Steven- 
son’s building, as he had sold it to tho plaintilfs 
Ju lijment for plaintiffs — defemUnb to give up 
posses sion of building, or pay £30, 

Sniitham u. Carl Nelson. ^Claim for board 
sad lo^k'iug. Judgment by default. 

Ov>lclough V. Horrig\n. —This was a moat 
c:»al affair, having retorence to certain goods 
id to have beeu febmioiisly removed from 
aiotiffs premises. Tho case was aJj'Dutncd 
iir the compulsory attendance of the constable 
who ex«ci\ted the search warrant.

It appears “John” hud passed off some 
of the spurious stuff at the Cardrona, 
and lie was tracked to the Nevis, wljere, 
before he had h;id one day’s ro.st, ho was 
taken into custody, and then conveyed to 
Q.ioenstown. yach quick work on the 
part of the police is very creditable to 
them. The trooper and CJdiicse inter- 
preter, who accoitipanied liim, were on the 
ranges till near midnight before they JUa le 
the Nevis. 

The Rev, Mr Dr.iks has visited us again, 
and it is very Ukidy we ahull siibs'^ribe 
for tho erection of a more fitting bniUing 
to hold his meetings in. It would bo 
available for all denominations, and if your 
town and Clyde were canvassed for sub- 
acriptions to carry out such an o'jject, I 
think we might collect sufficient funds to 
begin and finish it before winter seta in. 
Perhaps the Government might be induced 
to .subsidise any funds we might raise, and 
all (Christians, I am sure, would assist for 
HO dnsir.ihle an object. 

It is no 
use of talking of “ an onneo to the dish 
there are many claims that have washed 
more than that for one disli, but are 
Bcavcely payable when the waste, time, and 
expenses are taken into consideration.

PUBLIC grievance.^ 

To the Editor of the Cr^iwiS'll Arikts. 

SiK — At public lafletln^qs, and hi tho oolunmi 
of the local press, ibis the custom to cryuub 
about the svstoinatio noirlact with which tlie 
CrornwoU district is troatod, aufl the way iu 
which it U robbed, rii^hb nnd left, of its few 
privileges ; but it baa occurred to me that we 
are ourselves more to blame than those in au- 
thority : our own apathy ia tho real cause of 
many of our grievances. 

It Appears to be uaivct^aTly noted that our 
worthy Warden has far too much to do in the 
largo (liabrict ho has charge oP, and yob we iuvo 
only a fortnightly sitting of tho Court in Crom- 
well, whore 1 am sure there is quite sufficiout 
business for a weekly Court. Plaoea of far less 
importance than OromwoU get weekly Courts, 
and I do not see why we should not have one. 

Tt ia useless nagging at the authorities about 
a Court-house — that I suppose wo will not get 
till the old one blows away : tho comfort or con- 
venience of the gold-ficlda officers ia not studied. 
But the people suuuld demaivl a butter and safer 
place in which to keep the titles and records of 
the various mining claims in the district. 

I might also call yourattention to ^he miserable, 
leaky old buildings tho police occupy. They 
have done good service, anti it ia time they were 
removed and better ones erected in their place. 
Surely the revenue derived from the district ia 
sufficient to afford it. 

Ill your last issue I observed a letter about 
the leasing of the Lower Flat. I quite agree 
with the writer, and think it is time some one 
took the matter in hamL Mr Loughnan once 
offered the whole of the fiat extending from Ban- 
nockburn to the Lowbum, but the people did 
not consider it enough ; and now, while the 
settlement of the commonage question is in 
abeyance, and the Corporation at loggerheads, 
our most valuable piece of land is being taken 
possessioti of. Now is the time to try and atop 
the alienation, before the fence U completed — 
not to complain after it is once fenced in. But 
what ia everyb 'dy’a business is nobody’s busi- 
ne.ss. I believe it to be the Corporation's, os 
the only recogaised body to make known our 
grievances to the Government, for if you go down 
with a petition without their support, you are 
scarcely recognised. But instead of them sup- 
porting ua, we find that the M»ayor himself has 
taken pDaseasien of this piece of land to m.ake a 
grass paddock of it — the only piece you can 
depend on for fee I nil the year round. The loss 
to the district wdi be greater than it at first 
sight appears. It wdl not only give a monopoly 
to the hast piece of grazing land in the district, 
but it w^l shut up the river frontage, and pre- 
vent access being gained to tho place used for 
lauding timber, conscqneutlv very materially 
damaging the timber trade with the Hawea and 
Wanaka Lakes. If Mr Lcmghnan’a offer had 
been accepted, and the commonage vested in 
trueteea, to be elected annually, this would not 
have hap )ened. T believe Mr Loughnan ia 
charging 2)s per head far cattle running on the 
fiat, and is alio the best land to be taken 
up by a few m<>uop.iLsiis.

OUR DUNEDIN LETTER. 

0 — 

( From our oiuA Correspondent. ) 

Dunedin April 2Sth, 1870. 

We have had more winterly weather 
during the past week than we have this 
yeai' experienced lu DvmecUn. The fii'St 
three days of the- week we were favoured 
with an undue })roportlon of sleet, rain, 
anJ boisterous winds ia the town, and 
the surrounding hills have put on their 
winter overcoat of snow. To-day lias lieeu 
a e’ear, fine, frosty day, a decided improve- 
ment on its predecessor’s, I see by the 
ho ne papers that the winter there hiS 
beeu uimsuully severe : from the hist 
few days experience I should not be sur- 
prised if we had a similar one here. 

Tlie ensuing seiison-will, I fear, be a 
bitter one for the people of Diiaedin in 
more w.iys than one. In the coniaierciiil 
world I anticipate many failures. A 
goodly nviinlier have already headed the 
list, and as I he ird a tradesman remark 
the other d.iy, He will be a strong man 
who stands ne.xb winter,” 

Flax reports from liome .are not en- 
couraging. There are doubtless jgood 
causes for the dull state of the markets. 
.\ large quantity of the flax subtuittod at 
last sales was, I am informed- of a very 
inferiorch.iracfcer — ^in fa^t, so poor as hardly 
to have desarvod a bid at all. New 
Zealand flax, moreover, in my opinion, is 
not yet thoroughly appr:}ciuted sit home. 
What sane man re^iulcut in the colonies, 
who had ssnii the purposes to which it is 
applie»l by the uativen, could isiia^nne for 
one moment tliafc rope-making wsvs the only 
manufacture to whisdi it was adapted. 
But home piuchnscrs are unaware of tlie 
real value of the fibre j th'^y h ivc yet to 
discover what its rad province is, and, in 
the meantime, colonial flax dvessei’s must 
labour under the dlsiulvautage of imre- 
munerativB prices. Brighter days are, I 
believe, in store for this industry. They 
may be. long in corning, but it ia my tirm 
impression that the time will arrive when 
really well got-up samples will realize 
higher prices than they have ever done 
heretofore. For somfe time to come, no 
-man need ho]ie to make large profits out 
of this manufacture, and, taking into con- 
aiileration the depressed state of the mar- 
kets, he must be possc^s's^d of great capital 
or great energy to tjuable him to koc[> his 
head above water at all. 

Yesterday Mr Fox, the Premier, heltl « 
meeting in ' the Theatre for the pui'pose of 
enlightcniag the Dunedin world on the 
political affairs of New Zealand, lie gavo 
as liis principal i*eason for addressing an 
Otago public, his dcoire to defend liitnself 
agiinstthe virulent attacks of the J)aihf 
Times. The building w:is crowded, there 
being literally no standing room. Tlie 
Premier’s speech wa.s an able one, and ho 
carried his audience with him, iiisomurih 
that at tho conclusion of the meeting, vhen 
a vote of thanks was proposed, almost evotw 
I one present held up an assenting hand. 
1 Mr Fox simply expUinod the political con- 



duQt of the proHiiiit Government, and tK® 
moutiug was nob allowed to uBauineanargu- 
luentaiivo ohai*iiotm\ Ho was iuterruptedi 
howc-ver, with one qiiagtion, which ho was 
obliged to answer, though' lie did so with 
extrumoly bad grace. \Yith regard to tho 
recent victory of Rop'tta, Kemp, and Toifia 
over To Kooti, ^Ir Fo.x was at some piiina 
to deinon^trato that tho advantage gained 
by tho Friendlies was by no means ho in 
flignificant us reprosonted in the Timesin 
From tho tenor of his spofich ho led his 
hearcr.s tosuppo.se that the greater number 
of the 300 Captives were “ young men,” 
‘‘splendid follows," “able for any mischief,” 
“ able-hodieil, stalwart, fighiing men.” At 
this stag? of hia high flown desn'iption, a 
surly voice was hoard asking “ How 
many 1” I fancied that the Promier's 
chceka flushed, and his manner waa ratlior 
confused, as he was canstrained to admit 
that only 30 of the priaonera belonged to 
thia class. I confess, however, that 1 have 
not often heard a more clear, collected, 

' and comprehensive speech. Nevertheless, 

' [ fancy that I wus not the only one of Mr 
I Fox’s hearerg who entertained a higher 
! opinion of him last night than they did 
this morning. Words often acquire undue 
influence over feelings, but ihis influenco 
is seldom or never retained, unless, on 
calm consideration, w© can discover that 
those words are founded ou facts, and 
facts only.

Parliamentary Reporting. 

The Ateslralasian says : — We are told 
that in tlie Legislative Assembly of New 
South Wales the fun does not begin until 
1 1 o'clock p.m. But then it is worth wait- 
ing for. The faces of the reporters grow 
brighter, the points of their pencils sharper, 
their fingers nimbler, their ears more 
acute, and tlieir eyes more watchful, aa the 
hour of midnight approaches. Up to that 
time, reporting is dreary wm-k, alrao.st as 
wearisome as sitting out a five-act tragedy 
of the old school, or listening to a ti atjier- 
ance speech from Mr Vale. But towards 
the short hours the gentlemen of .the press 
pre|iare to enjoy themselves. The mem here 
who have been boring them for six or 
seven liouis now begin to entertain them, 
aud, wliile so doing, prove how much of 
the vis comica may lie concealed beneath 
the hat and waistcoat of the member of 
Parliament. Here Ls a sample of the hu- 
morous powers of a Mr Ryan. “ On the 
evening of the 23rd ult., the subject under 
dLscussion," says a clever contributor to 
the Herald, “ was a vote proposed for a 
gratuity to an unfortunate woman whose 
husband (a Government boatman) had 
been drowned, in the e.xecution of his duty. 
Of oour.se the vote was opposed by the 
economists, and then Mr Ryan came down 
upon them in his wrath, wondering at them 
first, and then pitying them afterwards, for 
not having the heart that can feel for an- 
other. ‘ A few years ago,’ .said he, ‘ I had 
something of the same sort of tiling happen 
to me.'

This statement again ex- 
cited the risible muscles of the hon. gentle- 
men, not so much by the picture presented 
by the hon. gentleman's words, as by the 
manner in which the words were delivered, 

‘ Luckily,’ Mr Ryan went on, ‘ she was a 
young woman.’ Here again there was a 
general roar, at which Mr Ryan was at 
first astonished, but in which he subse- 
quently joined. ‘ Now I had to keep her 
for three years ;' and the hon. member 
said this as if he thought it a good joke, 
and hon. members thought with him, for 
the laughter wus louder than ever. ‘How- 
ever,’ Said Mr Ryan, ‘ she was a good-look- 
ing young woman.’ Hero again he was 
stopped by the laughter he elicited. ‘She 
was u good-looking young woman, and one 
day a young chap eamo ky, and took her 
off my hands. There was no family in the 
road, and the young felloir married her, 
and I got rid of her.’ Not more than 
laif-a-dozen words of tlie last passage were 
said at once, for the amuscriicnt of lion, 
members was so great that Mr Ryan was 
repeatedly interrupted, and when lie had 
finished, be was greeted witli a general 
cheer appreciative of the telling cluiractor 
of his argument.” We wonder wlietlior 
our fi'ieuds in New South Wales. would be 
willing to “ make a swop" for Mr Ryan. 
We sliould not mind ofl'ering in cxchuuoe, 
the two Smiths, Mr Vale, and half-a-dozen 
old hats the New Welshmen might select. 



' Watercress r. Tobacco. 

The value of watercress as a substitute 
for tobacco has been extensively assorted 
in the press of this colony, and therefore 
we feel no hesitation ia reprinting the fol- 
lowing letter which appeared a few days 
since in a Greymoiitli paper. The writer, 
“ An old Smoker," says ; — “ I heard some 
days ago that watercress, after drying in 
the sun for two days, was a perfect aubati- ; 
tute for tobacco, without its po.ssessing the - 
deleterious and deadly poLsoii of the latter ; , 
amt further that it had all the flavor of 
the beat Cavendish. So, sir, having for 
soine months past expended weekly the 
sum of two shillings on my friend and fel- 
low-townsman Mr Hunter in tolmoco, I 
resolved to sacrifice all personal feeling in 
the matter as regarded him, and to procure 
a aubatituto that did not possess ‘ de.adly 
and deleterious poison.’ Having procured 
a quantity of very excellent watercress, I 
posses-aed myself of a tea-tray, much to the 
annoyance of my better-half (who aftei-- 
wards told me that I must be a fool to be- 
lieve all that was said in newspapere), aud 
upon this tray I carefully strewed tlie 
watercress, and allowed the same to be 
exposed to the sun for two days, carefully 
placing it under cover at night. On the 
third morning, I found the cress leaves 
quite dry and curled up, being delicately 
tinged with the exquisite brown so well 
known to all lovers of ‘Honeydew,’ ‘Now, 
Mr Hunter,’ said I to myself, ‘ don’t expect 
to have any more of my custom, nor indeed 
the custom of anyone else, when I make 
the success of my experiment known to all 
and sundry. No more of your “pure leaf 
of Virginia.” Away with the twist that 
cometh of Barrett. Down with your 
“ Golden Eagle,” your " Abram’s Bosom,” 
and all your other brands. I am sorry for 
you, Hunter, but I am not going to spend 
any more two shillings a week.' Then I 
made my dry cress into a bunch. With 
my knife I cut os much as would fill my 
pipe, and with my two palms I rubbed it 
up fine. Then I filled tho bowl, struck a 
lucifer, applied the light, took a long whiff, 
and — Oh, ye gods I Nothing more horrible 
was ever inhaled into the human mouth, 
or exhaled more hastily. Smoking asafee- 
tida, I am quite certain, would be fra- 
grantly delicious in comparison. Never- 
theless I was courageous and persevering, 
and I took in all about a dozen draws, 
Tlieu my tongue and throat became di-y 
and parched — I felt dizzy in the head, and 
had a horrid taste in my motith. I never 
felt more disgusted with myself. I rinoed 
my month out with water, but the taste 
was not to be removed by so simple an ap- 
plication. I added brandy, but though 
it was a trifle more efficacious, it did not 
perform, a cure. I had the same strong 
inclination the young lady expiressed in her 
song to. ‘ Lay me down and dee.' In about 
three 'hours, nature resumed its sway, and 
my.palate returned to its natural state. 
I write this, my experience, that other 
people may not be deluded into believing 
all the fine substitutes, antidotes, cures, 
recipes, and remedies, for all sorts of ail- 
ments, which find admission into the 
columns of newspapers; I enclose a sample 
of the watercress tobacco, which you are 
at liberty to make a trial of on your own 
account. M,ay your feelings in making the 
experiment differ considerably from mine." 



Horrible Murder of a Father. 

A man named Belliere, aged 33, has just 
been tried at Beauvais (Oise), for parricide 
at St. Germain-la-Poterie. The accused, 
who was of a most vicious- and depraved 
character, entered the army at 18, hut 
three months later was condemned to six 
months’ imprisonment for misconduct, and 
subsequently to five years in, irons for 
mutiny, and finally, in 1857, death for 
striking an officer. His punishment was, 
however, commuted to fifteen years’ impri- 
sonment, and in l6G5 the remainder of his 
sentence was remitted. He had/ scarcely 
returned to civil life wlien ho was sen- 
tanced to thirteen months’ coufinemeat 
for acts of violence, and to an additional 
term of two yeare for flinging a bronze 
candlestick at the judge’s Load in the 
court-liouse. On bis rolea.se he led an idle 
and dissipated life, making hisnself a terror 
to his family and to the entire neighbour- 
hood Being at length driven from home, 
he resolved, in revenge, to murder his 
parents, and then to set fire to the house, 
so as to burn the bodies. On the night of 
the 24th October last he piled a quantity 
of fagots against the thatched cottage ; tlje 
father on hearing a noise came to the doer, 
and the son stabbed him to death, then 
trampled on the body, dragged it away by 
the feet, aud threw it behind a hedge, The 
wife of the murdered man, however, suc- 
ceeded ill escaping. He was shortly after 
arrested, and acknowledged his guilt with 
revolting cynicism, expressing regret tliat 
he had not succeeded in killing liis luotliei 
also, as she wouk! now bo able to live in 
peace. Being condemned to death, he wa.s 
led away from tlie duck without manifest- 
ing tlie slightest emotion.

At a late meotiug of t!io Auckland As- 
climatisation Society it was stated that the 
General Governmout had placed X250 in 
the hands of Mr Gi'oy, the inspector in 
charge of the San Francisco mails, for in- 
troducing birds, plants, and animals from 
California. 

Chamberlain, the man who was con- 
victed in 18C7 of having been guilty of 
purjary iu giving evidence in favour of 
Bui'gess and gang at the time of the camp 
robbery on the West Coast, and sentenced 
to four yeare’ imprisonment, has been 
charged with repeated contravention of the 
gaol regulations at Hokitika, and the charge 
haviug been proved, he was sentenced to 
receive thirty lashes with the cat-o’-ninetails. 

The mining prospects of Westland, after 
a season of unparalleled depression through- 
out the county, have at length commenced 
to improve. Wa (Bvening Star) hem the 
most favorable accounts from- the older 
established districts ; and the later rushes 
are, a.s a rule, turning out very well. In 
addition to this, news ocoasionally reaches 
us of payable gold beiug discovered ia 
entirely new ground — on the beaches and 
in the rivers of the far south, and in the 
new country in the ■ districts of Lake 
Kanieri and Lake Brunner. 

A telegram in a coutemporary states that 
another serious fire broke out at four a.ra- 
on Tuesday last in Boundary-street, Grey-- 
mouth. The following buildings ware' 
totally destroyed ; — Tho Grey River Argus' 
printing office ; Reay’a (merchant tailor) ;' 
Jl'Naughton’.s ; Klttelty's hoot and shoo 
warehouse; Winsch's furniture warehouse ;■ 
and Lovinski’s and the Boundary hotels. 
The damage is estimated at upwards of 
£4000, not a shilling of which is covered- 
by insurance. 

The writer of- “Town Talk," in tho' 
Wanganui Chronicle, contributes the fol- 
lowing amusing paragraph ; — By the way, 
while speaking of officials, I am reminded 
of a good story of a gentleman holding very 
high office in the neighboring province of 
Taranaki. He was travelling beroabouts 
not very long ago, aud had occasion to take 
his ease for a short time at an innat Tura- 
kina. He is temperate — all officials who 
are indulging in expectations are very 
temperate at present, — e.nd he called for a 
draught of pure water, and a very small 
quantity of bread and cheese. Mina host 
supplied the wants of the traveller, who 
by-and-byo sought his bill He 'was- told- 
that a snack of that kind was not charged. 

‘‘ But I prefer paying,” said the great rciaU;- 
" Oh, very well. What you please," was 
the rejoinder. Whereupon the high official 
took three pennies from his pocket, and 
laid them down upon the table. “That," 
said the landlord, with a sly twinkle in the 
eye, which, however, was lost upon tho 
traveller, “that is too much. Allow mo 
to return you one of the pnnniea.” The 
superfluous copper was graciously reoeive<l 
back again, and the gentleman went on 
his way, in the full consciousness of an- 
overflowing liberality.’ 

In our last issue we - had a ■ paragraph ■ 
announcing the death - of Mr Lawrence 
Lazard through intense excitement, c-aused ' 
by an adverse judgment in the Auckland 
Police ,Court. .We take the following par- 
ticulars of the melancholy occurrence from 
the Auckland Herald'. — ^'In the death of- 
Mr Lawrence Lazard on Saturday evening,-, 
it ia our painful duty to record one of the 
most meianoKoiy instances of the nueer- 
tainty of life that has ever occurred in this 
city. Mr Lazard had been charged by the 
Customs authorities with a breach of the 
“ Customs Regulations Act Amendment 
Act, 1868," in that ho had caused to be 
entered certain casks as contoiuing earthen- 
ware, paying threepence per cubic foot for 
Customs duty; .which , casks ; were ■ alleged ' 
by the Cuatoms officers to contain Parian 
ware and glassware, thereby being liable 
to a duty of one shilling per cubic foot. 
There were eight charges, one of which has 
been the subject of investigation before the 
Resident Magistrate during Friday and 
Saturday last. After a careful trial tlie 
Resident Magistrate was oonstvaiued by: 
the peculiar stringency of the Customs Act 
to find for the Customs authorities. Tho 
penalty, as laid down by statute, is a 
fine of £100, or six months’ imprison- 
ment ; and, as interpreted, without ap- 
peal. Preliminary steps were taken by 
the counsel for the defence for removing 
the trial of the roniaining charges to tho 
Supreme Court ; and the Court rose at 
about four o’clock. Mr Lazard elected to- 
go to prison In preference to paying tho 
fine, although members of some of the first 
firms in the city came forward with cheques 
for tho amount. His committal had been 
made out, and be was waiting for the offi- 
cers at the rear of the Court House. He 
Wiis observed to have become greatly Ue- 
jeoted — even weeping, — dud was holiig 
cheered up by a friend, when hncom[iIalaed 
of feeling ill. He was lieiped out into the 
corridor for fi-esh air, aud Uid flown, wh(3.n 
in a few moments, au'l without the bust. 
atrug.-gl«, he bi-oatlied his hist. J>i' Nicliol- 
son was immediately in- iittuirlaiicc, b.it at 
once pronounced iiim hoyrud the aid of 
earthly power. The s. id intolUgence spread 
rapidly through, t!ie -city; au.l great oum: 
ber.s,of busiurss men came to look on the- 
ruumins of one who had so recently beeu 
in tlrair roklst ; and the scene in the corri- 
dor of the C’ofirthou.se, whan strong moii 
wept, was exciting in the exlis)it\e-
